Joseph 
A d air’s was a

spirit. Had he been content to re­ 
main in the community where, ac­ 
cording to all available records, he 
was the first white child born to 
the pioneer settlers, there is no 
doubt his accomplishments would 
have merited more than a mem­ 
orial tablet in Independence and a 
Jackson County park which bars 
his name. 
Soldier In two wars, Forty-niner, 
rancher, 
this 
Jackson 
County 
“ first” was a quiet, modest man 
who, unfortunately for the record, 
confined his writing to strict neces­ 
sity. O w ner of a farm of several 
hundred acres in H enry County, 
Missouri, he died in Kansas City 
at the home of a daughter, Mrs. 
Campbell Chapman, at Eighty-fifth 
street and Broadway, in November, 
1905. 
Joseph Adair was born on Feb ­ 
ruary 16, 1828, in a log cabin at 
what now would be the corner of 
Maple avenue and Lib erty street.

Its 
purchaser was

most of whom had imbibed these 
virtues from their white masters, 
most of whom were from Virginia 
and Kentucky, while slaves on 
near-by farms.

If he were a carpenter, there 
would be a saw and hammer, and 
so on through most of our local 
callings. 
Each mug contained soap and 
brush for the ow ner’s special use. 
The standing of the barber shop 
w*as indicated by the num ber of 
shaving mugs along its walls. 
SATFRDAY TIIK BIG NIGHT 
Saturday niyht was the big night 
for the barber. There being no 
picture shows or other diversions 
for bringing throngs to town as at 
present, stores would be closed at 
7 o’clock. Barber shops soon would 
be thronged by proprietors, clerks 
and artisans \\ ho wished to be well 
groomed lor 
Sunday,

having to take his turn for service.

After weeks of talks between pro­ 
moters of the project and judges 
of the court, a plan was worked 
out whereby right-of-w ay would i 
be furnished the county. 


State to llelp

Henry, and Lee Story then agreed 
that project could be placed on the 
county’s King road allotment. The 
state would pay one-half the cost 
under the King road bill, residents 
would furnish right-of-way, some 
donations, and some labor and the 
county would take care of the rest.

when it was discovered that three 
or four landowners would not give 
right-of-w ay for the road to the 
county. Last week county judges 
decided that if the right-of-way 
was not available by March 19, 
they would have to consider put­ 
ting other county roads on the 
King bill allotment.

In the action northeast of Hong­ 
chon, Allied air and artillery at­ 
tack failed to knock out tho Com­ 
munists.

Fears of Labor Shortage 
The departm ent said fears of 
fai m labor shor tages at harvest 
time and a reluctance to plow up 
land which has been returned to 
gri* s was evidently k'-opir. i in f ­ 
ers from expanding crop produc­ 
tion as much as Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Brannon says is needed un­ 
der the defense program. 
Faced with this prospect, de­ 
partm ent officials prepared to put 
on a vigorous 
campaign urging 
larger plantings than are now in­ 
dicated. Officials said perhaps the 
departm ent had not 
adequately 
publicized crop needs. 
The departm ent had set up speci­ 
fic planting goal' for 10 crops. In 
the case of five—coin, barley, soy­ 
beans, sweet potatoes and flax­ 
seed—the prospective plantings are 
below goals. 
Only in the case of dry beans, 
potatoes, spring wheat and rice 
are the indicated acreages above 
goals. No forecast was made for 
cotton, for which a 60 per cent in­ 
crease is sought. 
Corn Appears Short 
The unfavorable outlook was 
most noticeable for corn, the major 


raw material for meat, milk and 
eggs. The departm ent had urged 
at least 90,000,000 acres for this 
crop compared 
w ith 
84,370,000 
grown last year. 
Yesterday’s report forecast only 
85.694.000 acres. At average yields, 
the crop would be about 3,050,000,- 
000 bushels. The departm ent esti­ 
mates the nation will need at least 
3,000,000,000 bushels to meet cur­ 
rent livestock feed and industrial 
needs and to maintain a modest re­ 
serve against crop failure.

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Jackson County's First White Child 
Had An Adventurous Career In West 


But Scant Records W e re Left of the Activities of Joseph Adair, Forty-Niner, 
Freighter on the Plains, Soldier, Rancher and the Father of Eleven Children 
— A d air Park W a s Nam ed for Him

Joseph 
A d air’s was a 
restless 
spirit. Had he been content to re­ 
main in the community where, ac­ 
cording to all available records, he 
was the first white child born to 
the pioneer settlers, there is no 
doubt his accomplishments would 
have merited more than a mem­ 
orial tablet in Independence and a 
Jackson County park which bars 
his name. 
Solciier in two wars, Forty-niner, 
rancher, 
this 
Jackson 
County 
“ first” was a quiet, modest man 
who, unfortunately for the record, 
confined his w riting to strict neces­ 
sity. Ow ner of a farm of several 
hundred acres in Henry County, 
Missouri, he died in Kansas C ity 
at the home of a daughter, Mrs. 
Campbell Chapman, at Eighty-fifth 
street and Broadw ay, in November, 
1905. 
Joseph Adair was born on Feb ­ 
ruary 16, 1828, in a log cabin at 
what now would be the corner of 
Maple avenue and Liberty street, 
Independence. The cabin stood on 
the first town lot sold in the new 
community, 
which was 
founded 
the year before Joseph’s birth. Its 
purchaser was 
Joseph’s 
father, 
Abner J. Adair, who had helped to 
lay out the town and established 
its first tailoring shop, employing 
several assistants. 
It is 
related 
that 
he learned 
tailoring in the same shop with 
Andrew 
Johnson 
who 
became 
President of the United 
States. 
Later he moved to a 260-acre farm, 
whose hay field was approximate­ 
ly where the main 
shelter house 
now stands in Swope park. 


Grandfather Moved West 


Abner J. Adair's father, Joseph, 
was a 
pioneer Kentuckian 
who 
went to that state from Virginia 
about the time that Daniel Boone 
penetrated its wilderness. In M a­ 
son 
County, 
he 
had 
married 
Eleanor Overfield, daughter of A b ­ 
ner Overfield, a soldier of the A- 
mcrican Revolution. Abner Adair 
was born to the couple within the 
stockade of Fort Harrodsburg. Ky., 
during an Indian uprising in the 
year that Washington died, 1799. 
In 1818. the Adairs moved west­ 
ward to the Clay County area of 
Missouri territory, 
settling 
near 
Liberty. There, 
in 
1827. 
Abner 
married M ary Adkins, who was 
not much more than 16 at the time, 
the child of C lay County pioneers. 
She was a direct descendant of P a t­ 
rick H enry and a cousin of Gen. 
Sam Houston of Texas fame. 
Mother of Joseph, the Jackson 
County “ first.” she died in 1846 
and was interred with two little 
sons, Sam uel and Owen, in the 
Adair fam ily plot at Sixty-first 
street and Swope parkway. In the 
late ’20s of the present century, 


the bodies were moved to Wood- 
lawn cemetery in Independence. 
Her husband, Abner, died in Texas 
in 1868. 
When the Mexican w ar started, 
Joseph joined Col. Alexander W. 
Doniphan’s Missourians who form ­ 
ed a part of Gen. Stephen W. K e a r­ 
ny’s historic expedition to Santa 
Fe. He returned from this w ar in 
time to catch the gold rush fever 
of 1849 and tried his luck in that 
enterprise without spectacular re­ 
sults. In 1851, he m arried Margaret 
Payne, a native of Fayette County, 
Kv., w'hose father, Jilsen Payne, 
had settled in Jackson County near 
Independence in 1843. 
After a few years as a Santa Fe 
trail freighter, Joseph Adair took 
his wife to Texas where, with his 
brother W illiam of Clinton, Mo., 
M aj. G. Y. Salmon and George 
Casey, he had purchased an ex­ 
tensive cattle ranch. This enter­ 
prise was interrupted by the C ivil 
war, in which Joseph and two 
other brothers, Isaac and Abner, 
served in the Confederate army. 
After that war, Joseph returned 
to the C. A. Bar ranch, but later 
sold his interest in the property for 
$55,000 and moved his fam ily to 
Henry County, Missouri. He moved 
in 1886 to Clinton, Mo., where, un­ 
til his death at the tim e of the K a n ­ 
sas City visit, he was a venerated 
resident, affectionately known as 
“ Uncle Jo e.” 
Before the war he was what was 
known as an “ old-line W hig” in 
politics and subsequently he found 
it impossible to reconcile his views 
with the policies of the Democratic 
party, so became a Republican. He 
was buried in Clinton beside his 
wife whose death preceded his by 
several years. 
This couple had 
eleven 
chil­ 
dren, of whom seven 
survived 
Joseph, as well as his two brothers, 
Abner E. Adair and W illiam , both 
of Clinton. Until their deaths, in 
com paratively recent years two of 
the sons, Isaac and Clay, lived in 
Clinton, 
the former serving for 
several years as sheriff of H enry 
County. The latter was present at 
the dedicating of the 
Jackson 
County memorial park in 1931. 
Of the four daughters, Mrs. John 
W . W ellborn, Mrs. Frank Taylor, 
Mrs. Campbell Chapman and Mrs. 
Ray Wade, all but Mrs. Chapman 
of Kansas City still are living. Mrs. 
W ellborn, 93, has lived in Chick- 
asha. Ok., since 1899. Mrs. Taylor 
and Mrs. Wade also live in O kla­ 
homa, the former in E l Reno, the 
latter in Tulsa where for twenty- 
five years she has been the repre­ 
sentative of the Jaceard Je w e lry 
corporation of Kansas City. 


Worked For First Newspaper 


Recorded in greater detail than 
the experiences of Joseph Adair 
are those of his more articulate 
brother. Abner Ellis Adair, born 


in 1833 in the same log cabin where 
Joseph was born. He was a youth 
at the heyday of tne banta Fe trail 
when

boy, he worked in the office of the 
| town’s first newspaper, the W est­ 
ern Expositor, where he absorbed 
the yarns of mountain men.

In 1851, when he was 18, he 
joined the celebrated 
plainsman 
and scout. F. X. Aubrey, who the 
year before had established a speed 
record on a horseback ride from

hours. W ith Aubrey, A d air made 
the overland trip to California, re­ 
turning the following year by w ay 
of the Isthmus of Panam a. In 1853 
and 1854. while still working as 
a printer’s devil, he made two 
more trips with Aubrey, driving 
sheep from New Mexico to C ali­ 
fornia. 
When the Civil war started. A b ­ 
ner A dair enlisted in the 16th M is­ 
souri infantry and was w ith P a r­ 
son’s brigade of the Confederate 
army when it surrendered to the 
Federals at Shreveport, La., in IS ­ 
OS. Returning to Jackson County, 
he married 
Nancy J. Douglas, 
daughter of John Douglas of Blue 
Mills. Mrs. Adair died in 
1869, 
leaving an infant son, A. J. Adair, 
who became editor of the Odessa. 
Mo., Democrat. The father spent 
several years ranching in Texas, 
then moved to Clinton. He was the 
last survivor of the sons of Abner 
J. Adair.

M any of the older 
ones had done sh aving and hair 
cutting for w h ite people to w h om 
they belonged.

The individual sh avin g m ug w as 
a fam iliair barber shop feature. All 
regular custom ers insisted on h a v ­ 
ing them . Each m u g w as decorated 
w ith som eth in g indicative of the 
o w n er’s special interest. If he liked 
to hunt, there w ould be a picture 
of a bird dog. If he liked to fish, 
there w ould be a pole, line and 
trout. If he w ere a carpenter, there 
w ould be a saw and ham m er, and 
so on through most of our local 
callings.
